DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-13, 21, and 25-29 are pending in the instant application. 
Amendments 

The amendment filed on March 8, 2010 has been acknowledged and has 
entered into the instant application file. 

Previous Claim Objections 

Claims 4, 5, 10, and 28 were previously objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The claims are no longer dependent on a rejected base claim, and the objection 
is withdrawn. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-3, 6-9, 1 1-13, 21 , 25-27, and 29 were previously rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Butlin et al. (WO 99/62506) in view of Patani 
etal. {Chemical Reviews, 1996, 3147-3176). 

The Applicant has deleted the non-patentable subject matter, and the rejection is 
withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

Claims 1-13, 21, and 25-29 are allowed.
